The inundation is iu thu 
neighborhood of thu town of Komorn at 
tho confluence of the Waag with the Uan- 
ubo and is also particularly extensive.

'It would be n,fittiiig tinalo to tlio many 
. ridiculuua acta of the presunt most ridi- 
culous government if ita very last oftjcial 
act should involve the province in an In- 
dian war and all the direful results and 
coats that would attend an event fniUt^ht 
with 80 maeh consequence. Tlie condi- 
tion of affaira at Mctlakatlah, as wo are 
credibly informed, is not oven threaten- 
ing. Against the wielie? of thu inhabit- 
ants, ail cffurl is being made to force 
thorn to accept the ilominalion of a bishop 
of the Church of Enyland. The people 
refuse to recognizo either the spiritual or 
temporal authority of the bishop, and his 
. lordship has seized the mission property. 
/'-Jiioiif; the propertj' so seized are two 
buildinfja or wiirk.thops which Mr. Dun- 
can, till! founder of thifi, one of the most 
BueccHsful missions in the world, built 
with his own money. Thoso buildings the- 
' inhabitants undertook to remove and did 
Ummove, in spite (so it is said) cU 
the attitude of the bishop who cari icd n 
double-barrelled shotgun loaded to ilio 
muzzle. Mr. Duncan being a m!\j;!atrate 
issued ft warrant for the ra-rest of f!io bi- 
shop, who then wrote an alarming letter 
to tlie government . The reception of this 
letter throw Mr. Beaven intoastateof [lanic 
and upon his own authority ha applied to 
the American revenue cutter for as.sist- 
nnce. Against tho u.se of foreign force 
to intimidate peaceful British subjects by 
the government tlie public should enter 
a Bulenin protest. 'I'he ca.se 'iiay be ono 
for the courts; but it is curtanily not one 
that calls for tho u.so of shot and shell — 
and foreign at that Mr. Beaven had 
better pause before ho makes a greater 
show of himself than he has already done 
by involviiif^ the province in war— for the 
Indians may resent this interference and 
then what would the government do ( 
Mr. Beaven should compose himself, and 
in n fortnight from date he will bo re- 
liovecl of further official care. Ho has 
done inii'chiof enough already; let him 
beware how he takes a step whicli no 
.amount of repuutaiict' can ever condone. 

THE MnNiaiPAL ELEVTlvX. 



Mr. Redfern's return as mayor is a grat- 
ifyii:y and fortuimto circumstance for the 
rntepiiyers of tho premier city of the 
province. A majority of the licensed 
victuallurs and all the force they coulil 
influence voted against the mayor pIcol. 
Hia opponents were thoroughly organized. 
Trained canvassers dredged tho town to 
secure votes for Carey and carriages and 
wagons were kept running all day in Ills 
interest. Sir. Red fern, un the other 
h'ai^dVtlid not ask for a vote, had neither 
carriagoa nor committee, and depended 
entirely upon his excellent record as a 
citizen of twenty years' standing to 
oominend him to the sutfrages of tho 
ratepayers. In one respect (not neces- 
sary to mention now) Mr. Carey waa 
heavily handicapped and although his 
supporters wore confident of a trimnpli 
when the votes had been counted ho was 
found to be in a minority of 14. The 
ratepayers are to be congratulated upon 
their excellent selection, Tliey could not 
have done better. They might have done 
infinitely worse. Carey polled every pos- 
sible man, while Redfern polled 100 less 
than he would have done had he canvass- 
ed. Four new faces will appear at the 
council board, if we include Air. Viye- 
liuB, who served in previous councils. 
Tho selections on tlio wiiole are excellent, 
and it is probable that among other im- 
portant public improvements during the 
year will bo tho opening of Yates street 
through the school reserve — a most neces- 
sary enterprise.

THE LOST STEAMES. 

Statoiaents hy tho Oapbaias oi uoth 
Vessels. 

LoNDO.N, Jan. 9. — Gapt. Land states 
that after the City of Brussels had been 
stopped fur forty minutes, steamers' 
-whiatles were heard on the starboard and 
port sides. He concluded tho steamers 
would pass in parallel lines. Suddenly a 
white light appeared on the starboard 
bow, and a minute and a half afterward 
a vessel ran into the City (jf lirussela.

Tho crow witlKJul orders, filled the other 
boats, when tho steamer sunk as far as 
tho bridge. Capt. Land called out for 
every one to save himself, and jumped 
into tho water. Ho and others floated 
upon asfjar until rescued. 

Capt. Land highly praised the way the 
ofiieers and crew wtu'ked under the cir- 
cuniBtauces. He was himself twenty 
minutes in tho water. , 

All tho papers of the City of Brus.-.els 
are lodt. 

Capt. Land says the gash in the side of 
the City of Hrussola was eight feet wide 
and th;;ee feet deep. 

Th« captain of tlie Kirhy Hall states 
hia vosael was barely moving and at the 
time of the collision .she was feeliny her 
way to ancliorage. A whi.stle was blown 
continuously, and a .-.harp lookout kept 
on board the Kirby Hall. 

The steamer Kirhy Hall, which ran 
down the City of Brussels, is now lying 
■jfifB^Morpeth dock. She draws 18 feet of 
"VRter.' Her damage is above tfie water 
line.

The Dominion parliament cannot do it, 
tho legislature cannot do it bocauao it 
coultl not infringe u[ion tho duties of the 
supreme cuurt. There waa no appeal 
even tu the privy council It had been 
shown ho A' entirely linal the decision uf 
a jiidgo was and how jealous tho local 
legislature was of its rights and privi- 
legca. Tho Dominion parliament would 
be i)articularly careful not to interfere 
witli pruvinciiil rights. 

Mr. Justice Crease entirely Coincided 
in the remarks of his brother judges, and 
tho decision of Mr. .fustice Gray although 
ho was not here while tho petition waa 
being tried. lie thought it waa a matter 
of neooasity that all legislatures should be 
and they are by tho B. N. A. Act entirely 
controlled by tiiomselvca alonu. I'lie 
power having boon given to the judges 
would bo- taken back if those judges did 
not (lu their duty. They had no author 
ily whatever in tho matter uf granting an 
ap[)C,'il. Besides tho appilicatiun must l)e 
refused bccau^ui the learnud ouuiisel had 
luisreaJ the Ijlst. .section uf the Dumiuiou 
Act. 

Mr. Pollard objected to tho term "mis- 
read."

Mr. Justice Gray was much pleased 
tluit Mr. Pollard had brought the case 
before the full court. If ho had given 
the right of seciirily ho would have aacri 
ficed thu rights of the province and would 
havs brought himself into contempt in 
all tho provinces of the Dominion, Ashe 
had before remarked it was unfortunate 
that all the reasons nf a judge's decision 
were not given to the public. JMany dith 
culties and prejudices would bo cleared 
away by the prcaeiit application. He 
would again o.xprcisa hia obligations tu 
Mr. Pollard for giving his brother judges 
an opportunity of e.tproBsing their views 
un the matter. 

The Chief Justice — .\a wo have no 
jurisdiction, iSlr.

Destruction of a Milwaukee 
Hotel. 

WITH ONE HUMORED VICTIMS. 

LIFELESS BODIES STREW THE 
SIDKWALKS. 



JIii.wAi KEE, Wis., Jan. 10. — ThoNow- 
liall House, a six-story brick building on 
tho corner of Michigan street and Broad- 
way, burned to the ground this morning. 
Tho lire wiis discovered a 4 a.m. In less 
than half an hour thu whole building, 
long deaignatod aa a " death-trap," was 
enveloped in flames. It aecins that tho 
utmost terror prevailed. Inmates of tho 
doomed building leaped by dozens from 
tho upjier storiua, covering tho sidewalk 
with lifolosa bodioa. Shrieki of tho un- 
fortunate victims filled tho air in a lioart- 
rondiiig manner, the people below being 
unable to i-e'ider any aasistanco. Quito a 
number uf the territied guosta and eni- 
ploytJs of the In.tcl appeared at tho win- 
dows, and seeing tim distanco to tho 
ground so great, fell back only to per- 
ish in tho flames. The einploytis of the 
liutel, which acconiniodated 800 guests, 
nu;abi)rod 80 ]ierauna, ludgod iu the 
.sixth story. Exit by stairway was cut 
oil'. The two stand pipes with firo lad- 
ders were not available fur some reason. 
A very few wore saved by jumping on 
canvas. All tho stores and offices on 
the ground flour, with eunlonts, wore de- 
stroyed. 

Win. S. Caiidee, cashier of the Manu- 
facturers' bank, carried the Ciiah box of 
tho house, containing money and papers 
amounting to §000,000, out of tho tl.iniea. 
Inwuranco agencies and general (cilice.*; on 
the first floor scarcely saved anything. 
Tho papers of insurance un tho liutel ia 
stated to be at S12o,000. 

Tlie losa can aciirculy be eatimatod, 
but will reach not leaa than ^'500,000. 
Telegraphic communication will bo inter- 
rupted for trailic north, as about fifty 
wires are down. Comparatively few 
people were in tho hotel. The register 
was burned and tliH exact loss of life 
cannot b-j determined, but will roach 50 
to GO deaths, and twenty to thirty 
woundud. So far 23 bodies aro at tho 
morgue; nine are moved to places near 
tho ruitts. Idontification comes slowly. 

CuiLvno, Jan. 10.— Very little addi- 
tional to press report of Newhall houao 
tiro has boon received up to 10:30. Severe 
cold weather prevails, causing groat .suf- 
fering to tho Bremen. Throe steamers 
went from Chicago at 6:45 in response to 
a call from tho mayor. The train bear- 
ing thom went over tho Chicago and 
Northwestern. It went to Milwaukee, 
tlO miles, in only a little over an hour. It 
is reported hero that tho Minnie Palmer 
troupe, which was at Newhall, were lost, 
but this nut cunflrmcd.

Tho 
mayor has called a meeting of tho cham- 
ber of coininereo to urgaiiize a salvagi' 
corps to Moaroh tho ruins. .-Vbout a week 
ago the secretary of tho local board of 
underwriters was applied to make a rate 
un the building that local agencies might 
take risks. Tho building was considered 
a death trap .and ri.nkg wero refused. Tho 
Tom Tliiiuib party and the Madiaun 
Square compaiiy aro all 8:ife. .So far as 
learned, Mrs. J ohu Gdbort, uf tho Afinuio 
Palmer ir..r,pc, married only two days 
ago, was burnud tu death in a ght of the 
luultitudo. It w:i'i a sad scone tu see the 
bride of a night laid out upon tho ciild 
whito marble, charred and bruiaed, 
anguiah dopictod iu hor dolioatu features. 
It ia said that she was Miss Sutton, of 
Chicago, previous to marrying Gilbert, 
who is maddened beyond oontrof. 

Tho tiro department called for asaist- 
aiicu from tho noldiora' hume but Gen. 
Sharp refused to send sto.iiaors, at which 
indignation is great. Chioago and Racine 
relief stoamors aro nuw on the way, but 
tho tiro is under control. 

Thu firemen have made superhuman 
efforts. Eleven waiter girls woro brought 
aafoly across the frail ladder.i stretched 
over the alloy from the si.xth stury uf tho 
hotol to tho roof adjoining the bank build- 
ng. Jumping cloth did but little service. 
Vbout a dozen unfortunatcM attom|)tod to 
jump, but rebounded on telegraph wiroa 
a perfect maze of which surrounded the 
two fronts of the building. 

The acunes at tho morguo, whore thirty- 
two bodies aro now lying in a ghastly 
hoap upon the floor uf a amall ruuni, are 
heartronding and boyond human power of 
description. A strong polico force ia 
noceaaary to keep anxious inquirers in 
line.' Ninety-one bodies have been iden- 
tified. Eight bodies aro charred beyond 
recognition. Mrs. J. Gilbert's bod}' has 
been positively iduntitied. 

Chief clork Tico, who had a narrow es- 
cape, says that there wero 110 boarders, 
and 90 omployiSs in the hotel. So far 
GO aro unaccounted foy. The appeals 
for help wero hicloous, but little could 
be done. 

Shortly after tlio Nuwhall Hcuse alarm 
a part of the department waa called to 
a small fire about three miles oil, 

Tom Thumb escaped by the front 
eiitrnnco. Hia wife wai taken down tho 
firo-cacapo by tireman W. H. Compton. 

MiLWAUKEi:, Jan. 18 — Tho morgue waa 
a hideous siglit. Two small biers wore 
soon filled with bodies tightly p;ickcd and 
those, tho bodies of girls and women, 
wore laid promiscuously on stono tlags al- 
most In a heap. Thu patrol brought in 
the bodies throe or four at a thno in an 
Amoricnn express wagun.

Andrew Craw- 
ford, a merchant of this city, read a paper 
in which it was stated thatabDut §250,- 
000 is levied in San Francion,') for the ro- 
niuneration of somo twenty pilots, who 
after dividing with Guodall, Perkins A- 
Co., who have a monopoly of the tug 
buaiaeas, and in whoso interests tho pi- 
lots work, enjoyed a clear revenue of 
S400 per month. 

Other papers wore rend by merchants 
in which the conduct of pilot commission- 
ers, when waited on by merchants rela- 
tive to bjgislative action, was severely 
conimontod on. A coniniitteo of fivo was 
appointed to confer with the Board of 
trade and the chamber of commerce, and 
the meeting ad|uurned, subject to tho 
call of this committee. 

Governor Stoneman w.i8 inaugurated 
at Sucramonto to-day. No military or 
uther display waa made, in accordance 
with the wishes of tho Governor. 

This aftornoon about four o'clock, a 
frightful tragedy was enacted at Oakland, 
resulting in probably the fatal wounding 
of Gorman Brook, who was shot through 
tho head, and the wounding of his son 
Arthur, a lad of 19. Tho first intimation 
of the trouble was announced by tho lad, 
who rualu-d over to a neighbor's saying 
two masked men had entered the huueo 
and fired at his father and then liimaelf. 
Tho boy earned a living by selling city 
papers in Oakland, and had started, when 
liis father advised him to carry a pistol, 
and while in tho act of taking it from a 
drawer, the door waa forcibly opened by 
inaskod men, who without a word shot 
his father and drawing tho pistol out of 
the buy's hand, shut at him. Somo §30 
were fuund in tho old man's pocket. 

Neighbors state that no men wore seen 
in tho vicinity about tho timo of tho 
shooting, and tho opinion ia entertained 
that the boy shot hia father to obtain tho 
money and thon shot himself, as tho 
boy's coat sleeve was burned. Three 
shots were fired out of tho boy's pistol, 
one through tho old man's head, another 
through the boy's arm, and tho third bul- 
let waa found in a bench at the end of a 
tho room. Brook is a married man, his 
Ilia wife living with six children in this 
city. The lad was taken into custody. 
A paper containing strychnine was found 
on him. No hopes are entertained' of his 
father's recovery, 

A Ourioas Criminal Oaae. 

Sumo months ago a clerk named Talbot 
employed in the public works department, 
booaino involved, and applied to a Hull 
note shaver or usurer named D'Oraon- 
nons for assistance. Ho was loaned §50, 
signing a covenant to pay intoroat at the 
rate uf GO per co.'.it. per annum. After 
l)ayiiig S'27 in intoroat Talbot wished to 
pay oti' tho principal, and tendered tho 
usurer §60 with accrued interest. This 
D'Orsonnons rofusod to accept, evidently 
believing that hisTnoney was well iiiveat- 
ed. Talbot then declined to pay »ny 
more interest, and O'Orsonnons laid 
criminal information against him, charg- 
ing that Talbot had falsely represented 
when receiving his loan that he was tho 
owner of his furniture. Talbot procured 
bail and had liis prusooutor arrested for 
perjury. Tho case camo before Judge 
McDougall at tho Alymer, Province of 
Quebec, Assizes Last week, and the grand 
jury, strange, found true bills against 
both prisoners. Of courso, if ono was 
guilty tho other wua innocent but the ad- 
ministration of justice in this case docs 
not appear to bo alTected by the rules of 
eominon aenso. Tho case against Talbot 
broke down. Ho proved that ho was tho 
owner of his furniture, and tha judge 
ordered the jury to acquit him. Still 
tho jury found him guilty, much to the 
aniaaoirieht of ; the Judge,' Vf>t*'J<l apecta^, 
tora. When the tase of D'Orsonnens'was 
called his counsel moved to quash tho in- 
dictment on tho ground of its being im- 
proi^erly drawn up, and the motion waa 
iitfur argument granted, and the prison- 
er 8iUt free. Talbot, however, was re- 
manded for sentence, but yesterday Mr. 
Thibault moved for *n pppeal, and iho 
case will come before the court of Queon'a 
Bunch at Montreal. Charges of collusion 
hotwoen Crown counsel, tha jury, and 
D'Orsonpona are hinted at, and 'Talbot's 
brother, who ia w lawyer, threatens to 
httVQ the matter mado the subject of olH- 
ciai investigation. — QUaiva pis^atcfi,.
